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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Newly submitted claims 1-2, 4, 7-16 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: they- are drawn to the 
species of Figures 20-21 . This alternate embodiment was not recited in the original claim set. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-2, 4, and 7-16 are hereby withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102

3. Claim 23 is are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Thorndyke. 
For claim 23, Thorndyke (4,960,353) discloses a load securing device with which a 

flexible tie down 22 is engaged to secure a load to an object, the load securing device 
comprising: a first mandrel 72 that is substantially rigid; a second mandrel 36 that is substantially 
rigid; and a flexible linkage (or row of passages 14) joining the first and second mandrels to one 
another. The linkage is flexible in that the mandrels can be adjusted and spaced relative to one 
another.

4. Claims 5-6 and 17-22 are allowed.
